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El Cerrito Plaza 
proposals unveiled

EL CERRITO — Members of 
the public will have an opportunity 
to hear the details of seven different 
proposals for development of El 
Cerrito Plaza at a meeting of the El 
Cerrito Redevelopment Agency 
next Monday night. Representatives 
of all seven companies will present 
their proposals in 20-minute seg- 
ments, each followed by 10 min- 
utes of questions from agency mem- 
bers. Members of the public may 
ask questions after all the presenta- 
tions have been made. 

The meeting will be held in 
Council Chambers at the El Cerrito 
Community Center, 7007 Moeser 
Lane, beginning at 6:30 p.m. Over- 
flow audience members will be able 
to watch the proceeds on a televi- 
sion monitor in the adjacent room. 
Council members chose not to move 
the proceedings to the large meet- 
ing room at the center since the 
meeting could not then be televised. 
The Agency meeting will be broad- 
cast simultaneously on cable chan- 
nel 25. 

City Council/ agency members 
said two weeks ago they did not 
expect to make any final decision 
on the proposals at the meeting. 
They indicated it was possible, how- 
ever, that some proposals might be 
eliminated as being “unresponsive” 
to the community’s stated desires 


* for the Plaza. 


On preliminary review of the 
plans, for example, agency mem- 


ber Jane Bartke noted that more 
than one of the proposals have the 
backs of several buildings .facing 
Cerrito Creek. She pointed out the 
strong interest expressed in the com- 
munity in incorporating use of the 
creek into any overall proposal. 
Bartke did not indicate that she 
would automatically dismiss the 
plans on that basis, however. 

The proposals themselves are 
long documents; some are housed 
in full binders which include quali- 
fications of the developers and de- 
scriptions of other projects they have 
accomplished. The following are 
brief summaries of the projects, ac- 
cording to analyses made by city 
staff. All proposals assume the re- 
tention of Lucky and Long’s Drugs. 

(1) Zelman/ PCF is associated 
with John Pensk, who holds the 
current option to purchase the Em- 
porium site and its adjacent parking 
lot. The proposal submitted takes a 
phased approach, calling for 
370,000 square feet of promotional 
retail in total, including a theater of 
between eight and 12 screens. 

The first phase would involve re- 
tenanting the Emporium building 
with four to five retailers. The site 
plan is similar to what now exists, 
relying mainly on renovation and 
reuse of existing buildings. In other 
words, the building would be in the 
center, surrounded by 1,380 park- 
ing spaces. 

However, a civic plaza and com-

“THE NEWSPAPERS! Sir, they are the most 
villainous — licentious — abominable — infernal 
— Not that I ever read them — no —I make ita 
rule never to look into a newspaper.” (The Critic, 
Richard B. Sheridan, 1779.) 

Is that old but good quote a description of the 
Star or what? Last week the formerly-called 
“supermarket tabloid” leapt out from under driers 
in beauty parlors all over to become a purveyor of 
“news.” The Star, along with the Inquirer and her 
sleazy sisters, presumably no longer need fear 
their lies will cost them big bucks in suits lost to 
movie stars whose reputations they ruin. They’ ve 
gone legit. 

Not that I ever read them. No, but I cannot help 
look at their front pages while I wait in line at the 
Safeway. Until this week I thought they were 
tabloid-sized comic books, gross and vulgar as 
humor seems to be nowadays, designed to get a 
laugh. The doctored-up pictures alleged to be two- 
headed alien babies, 800-pound guys, wrinkled 
cadavers of famous people and the like are 
sometimes so imaginatively ridiculous, even I 
have to snicker occasionally. 

LAST WEEK THE STAR propelled the mouth 
of a hitherto unknown cleaning lady, her lurid 
story about the antics of a presidential consultant- 
for-hire and thereby itself into the bigtime. Turns 
out he revealed to her, on the porch in their 
bathrobes, that there is life on Mars. 

The Star didn’t ascend to glory, however, 
without a hefty leg up from news sources I had 
hoped were its betters. This Star-lit tale got front- 
page play in the New York Post, owned by media 
sultan Rupert Murdoch, great and good pal to 
Newt Gingrich. It rated two cover stories in Time 
magazine and full coverage in the financial advice 
newspaper, The Wall Street Journal. 

WHO IS THERE TO HINT EVEN at how the 
story just happened to burst out mere hours before 
President Clinton was to give his acceptance 
speech at the Democratic convention? Not our 
own Daily Blatt with its banner headline, “Clinton 
Urges “Bridge to Future’ — Top Adviser Quits in 
Scandal.” Not Peter-Dan-Tom who lifted the 
sordid details whole, no questions asked, from a 
supermarket tabloid famous for making up 
scandal out of whole cloth.

Time to beat waste reduction goals 


Editor: 

In response to Dawn Frasieur’s article on 
waste pickup in El Cerrito (Aug. 15), I suggest 
that instead of providing each household with 
two expensive waste containers, one for yard 
waste and one for garbage, the following options 
might be considered: 

For yard waste provide a monthly pickup — 
from a waste bin placed at the end of each block, 


or from curbside bundled waste — as is 
customary for the biannual pickup now. As an 
option (or in addition) to pickup, why not accept 
yard waste at the Recycling Center? 

For garbage give customers a choice between 
three sizes of cans (instead of two). Large waste 
producers might use the usual can (32-gallon), 
medium waste producers might use a mini can 
(20-gallon), and small waste producers, such as 
my household, could finally welcome the micro 
can (5-gallon). 

An appropriate pricing scheme would help 
garner enthusiasm for the smaller size. Penalties 
for improper use would ensure no yard waste is 
added. (This puts us back at one can per 
household, no new cans, so the old ones don’t 
have to be landfilled.) 

El Cerrito doesn’t have to just meet its waste 
reduction goals, it has the potential to beat them, 
and to simultaneously elevate community 
members’ environmental awareness and 
appreciation. How? Why? Read on. I have three 
points to make: 

1. El Cerrito’s Recycling Center is one of the 
best around, providing residents with the 
opportunity to recycle all the items already picked 
up by the curbside service as well as books, 
cardboard, paper, glossy paper, metals ... and 
more. With this facility in the neighborhood, does 
any household need to fill a 32-gallon garbage can 
every week? 

Certain community members may not be able 
to access the center, in which case this letter may 
serve as inspiration for neighborly cooperation. 
Other households are either unaware or they 
choose to ignore that the center represents an 
infrastructure that has been invested in and ought 
to be taken advantage of for the benefit of the 
environment and hence the community — present 
and future. 

2. The recycling center does not take kitchen 
waste. It has been known for millennia, however, 
that food waste, when mixed with sufficient air 
and water, naturally composts into rich soil.

EL CERRITO — The El Cerrito 
City Council has approved a new 
system of garbage collection in El 
Cerrito with two major changes set 
to take place beginning March 31, 
1997. Garbage will be collected at 
the curbside, rather than from back 
yards, and a new service will be 
added, collection of residential 
greenwaste. 

“Greenwaste” is the "90s term 
for grass clippings, brush, trimmed 
tree limbs and other yard debris, 
waste that can take up atremendous 
percentage of the weekly garbage 
can. Recycling of greenwaste is 
considered to be a major factor in 
reducing the amount of garbage 
going to the landfill; the service is 
being implemented in cities all over 
California. 

Cost is a major factor in switch- 
ing garbage collection services to 
the curbside. According to commu- 
nity and administrative services 
manager Jim Randall, savings from 
that change should almost cover the 
costs to be incurred by the new 
greenwaste program. 


“We believe that by amortizing 
the costs over along period of time, 
they will effect little change in the 
rates residents are paying,” Randall 
said. “We expect any increases to 
be minimal — if there are any. 

“We’ ve only been talking in gen- 
eral numbers until now,” he said. 
“Now we’ll have to sit down and 
work out the specifics.” 

If there are any resultant rate 
changes, they should not go into 
effect until the program begins. 

East Bay Sanitary Service, which 
holds the city’s garbage franchise, 
does not foresee any major expenses 
for its company. Two employees 
were needed per truck when gar- 
bage had to be picked up from the 
rear yard. Only one will be needed 
for curbside pickup; the second 
employee will operate the 
greenwaste truck. 

The main program costs will in- 
volve purchase of wheeled carts for 
each resident. Each will receivetwo 
wheeled carts, a 32-gallon garbage 
and a64-gallon cart for greenwaste. 
The pickup of greenwaste and gar- 
bage would be scheduled for the

Mr. Bilak proposes a 130,000- 
square-foot Wal-Mart (not a Su- 
per Wally) with an expanded 
Lucky store. Both would be sited 
on the eastern side of the plaza, 
with the BART parking on the 
roof tops. The existing Emporium 
building would be torn down. 
Other stores would be located in 
the existing plaza shopping areas. 
No housing is proposed. 

The Emerald Fund proposes 
250,000 to 350,000 square feet of 
new development with promotion 
retailers such as Cost Plus, Old 
Navy, etc. The BART parking is 
where the R&R gas is now. Hous- 
ing in the range of 600 to 900 
market-rate units would be located 
along Cerrito Creek, on 11 to 13 
acres of land. Some of the housing 
could be available to seniors as 
rentals. Liberty Street would ex- 
tend south to the middle of the 
plaza area, where it would meet 
another street from San Pablo 
Avenue going east to the BART/ 
Ohlone Greenway. The entire ex- 
isting retail space would be de- 
molished. 

Keenan-Barteau proposes a 
community shopping center with 
theater complex of perhaps up to 
20 screens. Between 315 and 400 
market-rate rental housing units 
would be included on the eastern 
portion of the site near the BART/ 
Ohlone Greenway. The developer, 
however, does not propose doing 
this housing as part of its project. 
No BART parking garage is 
shown. Stannage would extend 
north to the theater complex. It 
would be intersected by a street 
from San Pablo Avenue curving 


One in five Americans 
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gently to the north and coming out 
just east of Liberty Street. The 
existing retail space would be de- 
molished. 

Sares-Regis proposes develop- 
ment along the exterior of the plaza 
with a residential zone running 
along Cerrito Creek. The retail 
with Longs, Lucky’s, etc., would 
be on the eastern edge of the plaza. 
Talbot Street would be extended 
north to Fairmount Avenue. A 
street would curve gently from 
the San Pablo Avenue entrance 
east to Liberty Street. The hous- 
ing would be along the creek with 
retail north of the housing. No 
numbers are given for the amount 
of housing. The existing retail 
space would be demolished. 

Zelman/PCF (Pentz, who holds 
an option on the Emporium build- 
ing) would first re-tenant the old 
Emporium building with four to 
five promotional retailers. Further 
development of 370,000 square 
feet would follow which would 
include an eight-to- 12-screen the- 
ater. Forty single-family detached 
dwellings are proposed for the 
southeast corner of the site. The 
BART garage and theater would 
be in the northeast corner. Talbot 
Street would extend to Fairmount 
Avenue. 

I have not discussed here the 
issues concerning cost, financing, 
or contributions from the agency. 
We have some exciting decisions 
ahead of us that will require a lot 
of work by the agency, staff and 
citizens. 

I hope that out of this process 
comes a revitalized section of the 
city that will be viewed with pride 
long after we are gone.

This one is different. It is 
about one family, but is two 
stories, and each is interesting in 
itself.

There’s some good news from the 
frontlines in the struggle against heart 
disease. By studying men and women 
with symptoms of heart disease, 
researchers have found that a new group 
of potent cholesterol-lowering drugs 
called statins can cut the risk of a heart 
attack even in those with already-low 
cholesterol levels. This discovery is 
important because until now, it wasn’t 
known that even those with low choles- 
terol would benefit from treatment. 
These same drugs also seem to cut the 
risk of heart attacks in otherwise healthy 
people with high cholesterol. 

What does this mean to you? If you 
have high cholesterol, or if you have low 
cholesterol and symptoms of heart dis- 
ease, now your doctor has an effective 
new way to help you. These drugs seem 
to work not just by lowering total 
cholesterol in your blood, but also by 
changing the nature of that cholesterol. 

Cholesterol is a substance found 
only in foods that come from animals, 
such as meat, milk, and cheese. You need 
some cholesterol to stay healthy, and 
your liver makes all the cholesterol you 
really need for good health. Any extra 
cholesterol that you get from your food 
ends up stored around your midsection 
as fat and some of it ends up clogging 
your arteries in the form of “plaque.” As 
plaque builds up in the arteries, it nar- 
rows them, like rust in a pipe, and begins 
to cut off the flow of blood. This can 
raise your blood pressure and cause a 
host of health problems. When plaque 
builds up in the arteries that supply your 
heart with blood, you're in danger of 
angina (chest pain) or heart attack. If this 
happens in an artery in your brain or 
leading to it, you could have a stroke.

But not all cholesterol is equally 
bad. One type of cholesterol, called 
“low-density lipoproteins” (LDLs) 
seems to be much more harmful than 
“high-density lipoproteins” (HDLs). In 
the past, experts usually looked only at 
total cholesterol. But now doctors rec- 
ommend that when you have your cho- 
lesterol checked, if your total cholesterol 
is too high (over 240 milligrams of cho- 
lesterol per deciliter of blood), you should 
have your HDLs and LDLs measured. 
You should also have them measured if 
you have other risks for heart disease 
such as high blood pressure or a family 
history of heart problems. The higher 
your HDLs and the lower your LDLs, 
the lower your risk of heart disease, 
stroke, and other problems. 


If your cholesterol is high, there’s a 
lot you can to do about it. Talk with your 
doctor about your cholesterol levels and 
other risks. He or she can recommend 
lifestyle changes as well as medications 
that will help, The important thing is to 
have your cholesterol checked regularly, 
then have it interpreted by your doctor so 
you both can decide on the best treatment.

Another record turnout for annual event

he dancers danced, the 
gymnasts windmilled 
and the Cub Scouts 


troeped along, and for those 
without time pieces at the 22nd 
annual Solano Stroll, an answer 
was always on hand. 

“T seem to have lost my 
watch,” called out the parade 
announcer as the festivities got 
underway. “Does anyone know 
what time it is?” 

“Tt’s Howdy Doody time 
answered the crowd. 

An estimated 125,000 people 
found their way onto a sun- 
drenched Solano Avenue 
Sunday for what very well 
might have been the biggest 
Stroll yet. Young and old alike 
strutted their stuff or mingled 
among the 500-plus attractions 
that lined the 1-1/4-mile thor- 
oughfare, which was decidedly 
devoid of motor traffic and

Strolling along with them were 
troops of Boy Scouts and martial 
artists, dancers showing off styles 
from Brazilian to Scottish, a troop 
of orange, yellow and white 
Labrador retrievers, and cars 
ranging from early-century 
classics to a van bedecked with 
more than 2,000 cameras. 

The parade was only the 
beginning, however, as myriad 
booths lined Solano Avenue, 
offering everything from a 10- 
minute massage to an aura 
reading to an opportunity to get 
involved in politics or just have 
a good bite to eat. 

The Stroll drew an estimated 
125,000 people, according to Lisa

Bullwinkel, executive director of 
the Solano Avenue Association, 
and was sponsored by the cities of 
Berkeley and Albany and local 
businesses. 

Although many of the 
younger attendees were barely 
more than a twinkle in their 
grandparents’ eyes when Buf- 
falo Bob began appearing on 
television in 1947, the interest 
in meeting Howdy Doody was 
intense and a small crowd 
seemed perpetually gathered 
around the grandstand to meet 
the two television pioneers. 

“One thing that was delightful 
was to watch the faces of the 
adults as they met Buffalo Bob,” 
Bullwinkel said. “They were like 
8-year-olds again.” 

Young or old, one would have 
been hard-pressed to not find 
something of interest at the Stroll. 
Street-cormer bands played music 


ranging from Country Western to 
the flute-and-drum tunes from the 
Andes, while shoppers could buy 
everything from a pair of tie-dyed 
socks to a Hot Lu Lu’s 
microwavable body warmer. 

Those interested in spending 
their Sunday on more serious 
matters could choose to visit the 
estate planning booth or apply for a 
loan or home mortgage. Nor were 
the spritual-minded strollers left 
out, with aura readings and Baha’i 
faith literature readily available. 

Politics also made its way into 
the Stroll, with booths being 
manned by everyone from the 
Berkeley and Albany City 
Council candidates to the Alli- 
ance for AC Transit and the Sierra 
Club. For the civic-minded, one 
could learn about water pollution 
or buy a bike helmet for $12 at 
the City of Albany’s spread, or 
visit the Citizens for Responsible 
Government’s booth, attempt to 
build a house of cards and find 
out that “you can’t defy the laws 
(of gravity).” 

Younger strollers could ride a 
Shetland pony at the Golden Gate 
Fields pony rides or get four 
minutes’ worth of jumping for a 
buck in the Albany-sponsored 
Astro Jump dragon. For those more 
focused on the culinary pleasures, 
everything from pot-stickers to 
barbecued lamb was available. 

The stroll was funded by, 
among others, Andronico’s, 
Safeway, Golden Gate Fields and 
the Mechanics Bank, with a grant 
from the Berkeley Civic Arts 
Committee helping to pay for the 
dancers and musicians. 

Although they suffered 
through a day of little parking 
and much noise, those living in 
the immediate vicinity of the 
avenue were also taken into 
account, as the board members 
of the Solano Avenue Associa- 
tion were out Monday morning 
on their hands and knees picking 
up any trash left behind by 
clean-up crews.

The New TV Season: This fall, 
the new TV season teaches us that, 
well, there are a lot of new shows 
that feature teachers and their 
creatures, Out of the 40 new series, 
eight are classroom comedies, 
including Oaklander Mitch 
Mullany’s so-so “Nick Freno:

“X” in “X-Files” stands for: Xerox. 

Last year, the networks tried about 
a dozen “Friends” knockoffs. This 
year, they’re trying something new: 
“X-Files” knockoffs. 

NBC has even built its new 
Saturday nights around three of them, 
causing wags to dub Saturdays 
“Must-Flee TV.” 

One of the “X-Files” copies 
comes from a good source — “X- 
Files” creator Chris Carter himself. 
His dark “Millennium” will go into 
“Files” Friday time spot after the 
World Series next month, and “Files” 
will then move to Sundays at 9 — the 
Bundy clan’s old spot (“Married” ... 
With Children” is moving to 
Saturdays, where, hopefully, it will 
expire.) 

There’s even a knock-off of an 
“X-Files” knockoff. Well, maybe. 
NBC’s new “Profiler” is so similar to 
“Millennium” — both feature police 
psychics who can see into a serial 
killer’s mind — that “‘Profiler’s” 
producer says that when she first saw 
“Millennium,” “my mouth hit the 
floor.” 

The blood-drenched pilot of 
“Millennium,” which is one of the 
most intense episodes ever on a 
broadcast network, will be beamed 
by satellite in a few weeks to theaters 
(including the Emery Bay) for a 
sneak preview. 

Think of “Millennium,” which 
“X-Files” legion of fans will 
probably like, as “Silence of the 
Lambs — The TV Series.” 

Watch for These: The TV season 
officially starts Monday, so here’s a 
capsule guide of noteworthy new 
comedy series to look for. We’ ll 
cover the worst series in our next 
column (hint: one of them, Fox’s 
awful “Lush Life,” premiered last 
night), with a more complete reviews 
next week, when 80 percent of the 
new TV shows premiere. 

“Pearl” debuts Monday night on 
CBS, and has Rhea Pearlman playing 
the same tough-as-nails character she 
did on “Cheers.” Only this time, she 
gets as good as she gives. Here she’s 
a widow who goes back to college. 
Her humanities prof, played by 
Malcolm “A Clockwork Orange” 
McDowell, is bright, arrogant, witty, 
and caustic. (He defines an intellec- 
tual as “someone who can hear The 
William Tell Overture and not once 
think of The Lone Ranger.’) It’s 
good to see Carla/Pearl getting 
zapped. This pair’s first scene 
together Monday night is hilarious. 
“Pearl” is filling in on Mondays for 
“Ink,” the Ted Danson-Mary 
Steenburgen dud whose first four 
episodes are being re-shot. “Pearl” 
normally airs on KPLX Wednesdays 
at 7:30. Look for it. 

“Spin City” debuts a week from 
today (Sept. 17) at 9:30 on Channel 
7, and this also looks like a sure hit. 
I’m not particularly a fan of Michael 
J. Fox, but he hits his comedic stride 
here in this intelligent show playing 
New York City’s harried deputy 
mayor. When the dimbulb mayor 
(played to empty-suit perfection by 
Barry Bostwick), for example, is 
asked if he’ I] march in an upcoming 
gay parade, he tells a reporter, “What 
are you, drunk?” Fox’s character then 
has to put out political brushfires like 
this every week. The comedy writing 
here is crisp. Best thing about this 
new series may be that it could 
mortally wound NBC’s mediocre 
“Caroline in The City,” which has 
been moved opposite “Spin City” 
from TV’s best time spot — between 
“Seinfeld” and “ER” on Thursdays.

Cal meets SDS

It’s easy to be blinded by the 
offensive potential in Saturday’s 
San Diego State-Cal matchup. 

The Bears’ “West Coast” offense 
versus the Aztecs’ “No Huddle” 
attack. Pat Barnes vs. Billy Blanton. 
The season premier of George Jones 
and Will Blackwell as they try to 
match the pace set by Tarik Smith 
and Bobby Shaw. 

Simply, Saturday’s game at Me- 
morial Stadium could become a 
high-scoring affair, which is why 
solid play on the other side of the 
game will be paramount. And both 
defenses are suspect. 

The young Bears defense gave 
up 450 yards of total offense in their 
season-opening 45-25 win over San 
Jose State Saturday. And the Spar- 
tans don’t exactly conjure iniages 
of the Nebraska Cornhuskers.

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Basketball diaries: Mecca’ in the park 


A three-stop tour of Berkeley’s 
courts offers a range of games

Three separate Berkeley neigh- 
borhood basketball courts are so close 
to one another that you could play a 
pick-up game at each in one evening. 
The style of play, however, is so 
different from court to court, that at 
times you may not be sure you’re 
playing the same sport. I recently 
took the three-stop tour. 

My basketball pilgrimage begins 
at just past 5:00 p.m., when I climb a 
short flight of steps that lead to the 
court on top of a parking garage at the 
comer of Hearst and Scenic avenues.

Prieto one of few hurlers 
to pass A’s ‘Pitching 101’

Welcome, class, to Oakland 
Athletics Baseball 101. Today’s 
lesson will feature the A’s pitch- 
ing staff, and how all year long 
they have been tested, prodded, 
poked, picked on, stroked, and 
edged gently toward developing 
as a major-league staff. 

To be sure, several key mem- 
bers of the staff will return to 
assume their rightful place in the 
rotation or bullpen. Others, 
though, will likely either be given 
the boot, or will be pitching at 
some lower level of the organi- 
zation depth chart. 

This season has been one long 
final exam —noessays required 
—forthe A’s pitchers, and some 
of them, most notably Ariel 
Prieto and Bill Taylor, received 
high marks for their efforts. 

Prieto, who has made nearly 
30 major-league starts, is the best 
of the bunch. While far from 
being an ace in the traditional 
sense, he’s the closest thing the 
A’s have to a No. | starter.

“You're not supposed to give 
up,’’ Prieto said through an inter- 
preter. “There are 27 outs every 
game, and that’s what you strive 
for. Every game counts as experi- 
ences 

Prieto, who was introduced to 
American-style baseball with the 
Palm Springs Suns of the indepen- 
dent Western League, is just begin- 
ning to find his rhythm in the big 
leagues and will no doubt become a 
fine pitcher. He hasn’t spent much 
time at any level of American base- 
ball, and the A’s have shown pa- 
tience in allowing him to find him- 
self. 

Prieto’s success at the interna- 
tional level didn’t translate into 
immediate success with the A’s in 
*95, but rather than send him to the 
minors, the A’s kept him in the 
rotation to learn. 

Taylor, who developed rather late 
in his career, has blossomed into a 
top closer and will certainly inherit 
that role come 1997. 

“Tve achieved my main goal 
which was to make it to the major 
leagues,’’ said Taylor, who is 35

years old. “I proved I could be 
successful at this level.”’

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It occurs to me that even when 
teams appear athletically imbalanced 
in pick-up games, the scores are al- 
most always close.

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Symphony season opens 
with clectic program 


@ Berkeley Symphony Orches- 
tra in works by Benjamin, Elgar 
and Stravinsky; Kent Nagano, 
conductor; Zellerbach Hall, 
Sept. 4.

The Berkeley Symphony 
opened its season last week witha 
program that addressed a spec- 
trum of tastes without especially 
satisfying them. 

It began with 20 minutes of 
talk, half by BSO chairman Jef- 
frey Leiter discussing the 
organization’s plans to remove a 
deficit (see related story), half by 
music director Kent Nagano in- 
troducing the first piece. 


That piece was George 


Benjamin’s “Three Inventions for 
Chamber Orchestra,” a 1995 work 
receiving its U.S. premiere. It to- 
tal length was about 15 minutes, 
the third invention occupying 
about half of that. 

The first two movements 
seemed to draw their inspiration 
more from Webern than anything 
more recent — a static series of 
single notes or short figures deliv- 
ered almost randomly by indi- 
vidual instruments, livened by 
longer, but still brief, solos. 

A consistent element (though 
falling short of creating a sense of 
coherence) were little bursts of 
percussion-drums and various 
gong-like effects. None of the 
usual musical devices for creating 
momentum or harmonic suspense 


were employed, or at least effec- 
lively. 

The third movement was most 
reminiscent of the sound track of 
a horror movie-groaning low 
strings and creepy violins. 

Parts of the piece seemed un- 
der-rehearsed — for instance, a 
lack of crispness in the percussion 
effects — and that impression 
grew throughout the evening. In 
the ensuing Elgar, the overall so- 
nority was marvelous, deep and 
rich, but the ensemble was tenta- 
tive, and that was even more the 
case in the Stravinsky that ended 
the evening. 

The brass tended to blare and 
blat at climaxes, and the trumpet 
soloist in Petrouchka was not up 
to the piece’s demands. 


Kafka takes center stage in 


Central Works production

Despite its naughty title, 
Kafka’s Dick is an intellectual 
comedy by Alan Bennett, one of 
the founding members of the zany 
British improvisational theatre 
troupe, On the Fringe. Changed to 
Kafka’s Wick for its London pre- 
miere, the problematic title also 
caused Central Works to encoun- 
ter resistance when it first tried to 
do the play at St. John’s Presbyte- 
rian Church in 1993. 

With the support of its current 
host institution, the Berkeley City 
Club, the comedy opened last Fri- 
day and continues with weekend 
performances through Sept. 29. 
(Friday and Saturday at 8, Sunday 
at 7 p.m.) 

The play centers around the 
relationship between Franz Kafka 
and his friend and biographer, Max 
Brod. Director Sgren Oliver and a 
superb cast, led by Dominic Riley 
as Kafka and Gabriel Sebastian as 
Brod, have uncovered every pos- 
sible meaning in the play’s hilari- 
ous script. 

The characters are painted with 
broad brush strokes. Riley, pen- 
cil-thin and moving like an elon- 
gated Gumby, brings all the quali- 
ties of the complex Czech writer 
to life, creating a morose, despon- 
dent, ego-centered Kafka. 
Sebastian’s Brod, almost more 
complex than Kafka himself, is 
appropriately ingratiating and 
manipulative. The action moves 
seamlessly, thanks to Oliver’s 
flowing direction and the actors’ 
stylishly executed movement. 

When the play opens, Kafka 
and Brod are arguing about the

The Berkeley Symphony 
Orchestra last week an- 
nounced changes to its sea- 
son that are intended to re- 
move a $168,000 deficit 
from last season. Postponed 
is the U.S. premiere of 
Messiaen’s opera Saint 
Francois d’Assise, which 
was to have received two 
performances in April. 

Also canceled is a Janu- 
ary concert with guest con- 
ductor Heiichiro Ohyama 
that was to have featured 
the Symphony No. | of Bay 
Area composer Kirke 
Mechem, as well as 
Dvorak’s Symphony No. 8. 

Added to the schedule is 
a concert version of Tho- 
mas Ades’ opera Powder 
Her Face. 

The changes were an- 
nounced to the audience at 
the orchestra’s season 
opener last week by BSO 
chairman Jeffrey Shattuck 
Leiter. His announcement 
of the cancellation of the 
Messiaen was greeted with 
groans and at least one 
“boo,” and Leiter assured 
the audience of the 
organization’s intention to 
bring them the work at a 
later point. 

Leiter said he hoped sub- 
scribers would help remove 
the deficit by “contribut- 
ing” their tickets to the can- 
celed January concert, 
rather than asking for re- 
funds. He noted the demise 
in the past year of orches- 
tras in both San Diego and 
Sacramento, and he assured 
the audience that Berkeley 
will not join their number. 

As Leiter pointed out, 
the BSO is instituting a plan 
to remove the deficit as 
soon as possible. In an in- 
terview on Tuesday, BSO 
executive director Kelly 
Johnson provided a few 
more details about that 
plan. 

The switch from two per- 
formances of the Messiaen 
opera to one of the Ades 
opera will by itself save 
about $115,000. The 
Messaien requires an over- 
size orchestra and full cho- 
Tus in addition to soloists. 
The Ades calls for a stan- 
dard orchestra and no cho- 
rus. 

Overall, the organization 
expects to end this season 
with a surplus of about 
$53,000, which if repeated, 
will remove the deficit 
within three years. 

Johnson said that sub- 
scribers are responding 
well to a notice about the 
restructuring that was 
mailed out last week. Most 
are following Leiter’s sug- 
gestion that they contrib- 
ute their tickets to the can- 
celed concert. 

“Of the 23 responses we 
received yesterday,” 
Johnson said, “only three 
asked for refunds.”

play’s many anachronisms, 
Bennett propels his characters 
freely through time and space, 
transporting his heroes from 
Prague circa 1920 to a contempo- 
rary English sitting room where 
they encounter Sydney, an insur- 
ance agent and aspiring literary 
critic. 

The comedy of errors unfolds 
on several levels. Brod, who owes 
his career and fame to not having 
executed Kafka’s wishes, tries in 
vain to conceal this fact from the 
postmortem Kafka. Meanwhile 
Sydney, yearning to gain as much 
primary source information as 
possible, almost lets the cat out of 
the bag several times. 

Whether and why Kafka de- 
tested his father is another ques- 
tion Bennett poses. Was Kafka’s 
father-hatred a device he used to 
gain more fame and sympathy 
from his readers? Or, if it was 
real, what lay behind it? Act Two 


deals primarily with these ques- 
tions. If Kafka’s father was any- 
thing like Bennett’s representa- 
tion of him, we can hardly imag- 
ine Kafka having any other emo- 
tional reaction. 

Hermann, Kafka’s father, 
firmly believes The Trial was 
about him and for this reason his 
son ought to be put on trial for 
perjury. As he continues to insist, 
in various ways, that his son is no 
match for he himself, we begin to 
perceive the meaning behind the 
title. When Hermann explains, 
accompanying his words with ap- 
propriate, albeit unsubtle, ges- 
tures, “My son is ashamed of his 
old man. His old man doesn’t com- 
pare with his old man’s old man,” 
we can empathize with Kafka’s 
hatred and pain. 

Though the evening offers in- 
numerable opportunities for 
laughter, there are also other mo- 
ments of bitter truths which take 
us by surprise and cause fleeting 
gasps of astonishment. Perhaps 
because the first act is so filled

with wit and action, the second 
occasionally lags by comparison. 

In addition to Riley and 
Sebastian, other outstanding per- 
formances are delivered by Mark 
Fossen as the unimaginative and 
blustery Sydney (“I'd rather read 
about writers than read what they 
wrote”), Deborah Fink in the role 
of Linda (by far the most likeable 
— or least despicable — charac- 
ter) and Thomas Lynch as the dod- 
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a chain of environmental events 
(too often characterized as - 
insults) in motion. If they are not 
yet visible (they are, if we care to 
look), they will become glaringly 
obvious to future generations. 

I'd like to conclude with two 
ecological principles: “Nothing 
ever goes away” — there is no 
such place. And, therefore, 
“everything is somewhere.”

Freedom Song: There are two reasons why I'll 
always remember Reuben Snipper. 

The first reason was that he was famous — heck, he 
was celebrated — among our set of friends in high 
school for being the only one of us who lost his 
virginity before he graduated. 

(I met him at our class reunion 30 years later and 
told him how much we had all looked up to him for 
that. He got a sheepish look and said, “I lied.”’) 

But the other reason I remember Reuben is because 
one day, almost 40 years ago, he said to me, “Why are 
you listening to that Kingston Trio crap? Here, let me 
show you what real folk music sounds like.” 

And he played an album called “The Weavers at 
Carnegie Hall.” 

It was a revelation. It made everything I had 
listened to before sound like elevator music. 

But the biggest revelation of all was the lone female 
in the group, Ronnie Gilbert. 

When she sang intimate songs like “Kisses Sweeter 
Than Wine” she could make the hair stand up on the 
back of your neck. (She still can, too.) 

But I like it even better when she throws her head 
back and just belts ’em out, as she did on the recent 
“Songs of the Civil War” album (along with Waylon 
Jennings, Hoyt Axton, John Hartford and Richie 
Havens) as a companion piece to Ken Burns’ Civil 
War series. 

To hear the sheer glee with which she sings an old 
abolitionist anthem like “For Lincoln and Liberty Too” 
— no secesh songs for this gal! — is to feel the 


_ optimism and energy that fuels the democratic spirit in 


this country, from Andrew Jackson to Jesse Jackson. 

All of which is my roundabout way of penning this 
love letter to her on her 70th birthday. She celebrated 
last Saturday at her home in Berkeley. 

In her life, Ronnie Gilbert has been many things — 
playwright, folksinger, labor organizer, lesbian activist, 
and spiritual godmother to a whole generation of 
feminist singers. But above all, she’s always been a 
fighter for the good fight. 

So how is she celebrating this milestone? By 
embarking on a 12-city singing tour, “The Train Still 
Runs,” along with her protégé, Holly Near. They’ ll be 
at the Herbst Theater in San Francisco on Tuesday, 
followed by the Luther Burbank Theater in Santa Rosa 
on Wednesday and Foothill College in Los Altos on 
Saturday. 

Many happy returns to a great lady. Keep belting 
and keep fighting. . 

Birthday congratulations are also due — actually, 
way overdue — to the unofficial Mayor of Telegraph 
Avenue, Moe Moskowitz. 

Moe is the eponymous owner of Moe’s Books, and 
he was already a legend on the avenue when I got here 
in the mid-’60s. (Among other things, he was the first 
guy who threw drug dealers out of his store — decades 
before it became fashionable.) 

Although he doesn’t look a day older than when I 
first met him 30 years ago, Moe turned 75 on July 11. 
His employees celebrated with a sheet cake from the 
Eclair Bakery in the shape of a Moe’s Money (“In Moe 
We Trust”) trade-in slip. . 

Happy birthday, Moe. And many, many more.

Feiner was granted the required permit by default last 
week when City Attorney Robert Zweben looked into the 
mater and decided the permit could be deemed automati- 
cally accepted under state law because the council failed 
to act. 

Zweben was also somewhat dismissive of the alleged 
scandal, saying the matter would not normally require 
council approval. : 

“What is unusual is that it was ever required to go 
before council,” he said. 

Feiner said he did not realize the permit was never 
processed. “I am not responsible for processing paper at 
City Hall. J did all of the things I was supposed to do,” he 
said. 

“Tam a human being and I forgot. I didn’t forget that 
I needed a licence. I made all the applications and did 
what I was supposed to do so. What I failed to do was 
follow through on it,” said Feiner, noting that at the time 
his attention was focused on his wife who was going 
through a difficult pregnancy. ry 
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munity building are proposed along Cerrito Creek, at the 
southwest corner adjacent to the Wells Fargo Bank. 

Forty detached single family homes are proposed for 
the southeast corner of the site. A parking structure on the 
current gas station site (northeast corner) would accom- 
modate 750 vehicles. 

Phases following renovation of the Emporium build- 
ing (1997) are: development of BART parking and the 
theater (1998), renovation of existing space (1998), reno- 
vation of Long’s/ Lucky (1999), and development of the 
residential and civic components (2000). 

(2) The owners of about half of El Cerrito Plaza (most 
of the retail space excluding the gas station, the Empo- 
rium site and Long’s Drugs and about half the parking lot) 
in conjunction with Wal-Mart have proposed a 130,000 
square foot Wal-Mart and a new Lucky store as Plaza 
anchors. Each would have BART parking as roof park- 
ing; both would back up to the Ohlone Greenway (BART 
path). (The structured parking would accommodate 546 
spaces.) A town plaza and 2,500 square foot city hall is 
shown as part of the retail space between them. 

The proposal is a combination of new construction 
(almost 260,000 sq.ft.) and rehabiliation of existing build- 
ings (138,000 sq.ft.). The proposal includes a new restau- 
rant, retention of existing tenants and soft goods retailers, 
among other elements. 

Little change is shown to the south side of the Plaza. 
No housing is shown for the project. 

The project is phased, with Wal-Mart, Lucky and 
rooftop parking in the first phase and subsequent phases 
dependent on agency assistance. 

(3) American Stores (Lucky)/ The Martin Group/ 
Burnham Pacific has proposed a community shopping 
center with a multi-screen movie theater. A grocery/drug 
building and another large retail space (for a book or 
video store) is proposed to be facing San Pablo Avenue. 
The theater (number of screens not stated) and additional 
retail space in a back space form a court with the first two 
buildings. “Future” public buildings are shown adjacent 
to Cerrito Creek. 

In total, there is 250,000 square feet of new retail 
proposed (including a new Lucky store.) 

Parking is generally located on the “outside,” facing 
San Pablo and Fairmount avenues, with a parking struc- 
ture proposed for the northeast corner, the current site of

and even the students were impressed by the results. 

Providing encouraging feedback seems to be one of 
the keys to Bartke’s success. The chair of the English 
department (and in her spare time, a member of the El 
Cerrito City Council and former mayor), she was one of 
six 1996 recipients of the Teaching Excellence Award, 
which draws nominees from all over the West Contra 
Costa Unified School District. 

One of the major criteria for choosing excellent teach- 
ers has to do with their approach to teaching. Bartke’s is 
quite distinctive. Unlike many teachers, who depend on 
hours of homework to accomplish their goals, Bartke 
allows plenty of time in class to do the majority of the 
routine work. 

Walk into her classroom after the first 15 minutes or 
so, and you’ ll find students working quietly, occasionally 
approaching her for help in the assignments. 

Bartke believes in teaching in increments. Helping the 
students to understand one or two concepts — whether in 
analysing the structure of a sentence or in organizing an 
essay — then giving them time to work it out in their 
assignments while she’s available for questions. 

By the fourth day of school, she said, the students 
“have figured out that if they organize their time right, 
they won’t have any homework. 

“They have a half-hour each day to get their work done. 
They have to organize well; if they’re responsible, they will 
get it done. I put a lot of emphasis on responsibility.” 

According to visiting resource teachers and aides, 
Bartke also demands a higher work load from her stu- 
dents than most English teachers. Bartke gets what she 
asks for. 

“Their organizing skills carry over into all their other 
classes as well,” she said. “More than that, my students 
turn into readers and writers.” 

The kids seem to like the approach. 

“T think it’s nice,” said Nicole Hancock. “Some teach- 
ers aren’t so organized; that get’s you confused.” 

A major advantage, said Ajiri Ekpebe, is “you get time 
to do your homework and time to do other things.”

spread out over a 10-year period. 


The need for upper lateral repairs comes as a result of a 
$900,000 state clean water grant issued in 1988 under the 
condition that the city reduce rainwater infiltration into 
sewer lines by 50 percent by 1997. The projects performed 
with the grant, however, did not adequately reduce the flow, 
and if upper lateral repairs are not performed, the city could 
end up having to repay the grant money. 

The upper lateral repairs will coincide with a project to 
replace public sewers in the same area. 

Although a meeting on the issue in June drew a healthy 
number of city residents from the portion of the city falling 
under the project, last week’s session had a somewhat 
smaller attendance as the council upheld the position they 
adopted last year that homeowners should pay for their own 
laterals. 

At the June meeting, council members directed staff to 
produce a variety of scenarios in \’hich the city would pay 
for all, half or none of the repairs. Last week, however, they 
opted for the last of the three options. 

“Tt seems to me that it is appropriate for the property 
owner to bear the cost,” said Councilmember Elizabeth 
Baker, who was joined by Councilmembers Bruce Mast and 
Thelma Rubin in deciding to stick homeowners with the bill. 

Good, who suggested at the last meeting that the city 
should pay half, disagreed. 

“Homeowners for the most part will not be benefitting,” 
he said. “It’s the city that’s benefitting.” 

As is often the case, though, Good found himself in a 
minority of one on the council. Mast likened sewer repair to 
smog requirements on automobiles, saying that because of 
the infiltration problem, EBMUD plants must release raw 
sewage into the Bay when it rains because their treatment 
plants cannot handle the flow. Rubin agreed, saying the last 
time she looked around, the city was a composite of its 
residents. 

“It’s (the homeowner’ s) responsiblity,” Rubin said. “It’s 
not just for the city’s good, it’s for their good as well.” 

Those in attendance were somewhat divided on the issue, 
although the majority, many of whom live in the projectarea, 
seemed to favor the city kicking in some of the funding. 

“T would like to suggest that at the very minimum, the city 
should be picking up some percentage,” said Albany resi- 
dent and City Council hopeful Michael Feiner. 

Albany resident Nancy Hartman, who bought a home in 
the project area last February, said ghe was unaware of the 
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the gas station. The structure is detached from the retail 
space. 

No housing is shown on the plan.» 

(4) The Emerald Fund has proposed between 260,000 
and 350,000 square feet of new development anchored by 
such stores as Cost-Plus, Old Navy and Borders Books 
and Music, as well as food and drug retailers. The retail 
area does not appear to connect to a parking structure 
proposed at the northeast corner; the two are adjacent and 
“back onto each other.” Surface parking is also a part of 
the proposal. 

This proposal shows 11 to 13 acres of residential 
development (600 to 900 market rate units, with a seg- 
ment perhaps available for sale or as senior housing). The 
housing is shown along the south side; Cerrito Creek 
would thus be separated from the retail component. 
Housing would be phased into the project after retail. 

A central circulation feature is proposed between the 
housing and the parking. Retail is proposed along both 
Fairmount and San Pablo avenues. The developers have 
proposed Mervyns, Sears, a book store and soft good 
retailers as part of its proposal. 

(5) Keenan-Bariteau has proposed a community shop- 
ping center with a large multi-screen theater of about 
86,000 square feet. The total retail space excluding the 
theater is 164,000 square feet. Lucky, Long’s, the 20- 
screen theater, and a 26,000 square foot store (books) 
would be the major anchors; the balance of the retail is in 
small shops, restaurants and cafes. 

The backs of several large buildings face Cerrito 
Creek. 

This plan calls for a new curved street to connect San 
Pablo Avenue with a new driveway entrance from 
Fairmount Avenue. A parking garage fronts on Fairmount 
Avenue west of the gas station parcel, which is not shown 
as a part of the project; the structure is adjacent to the 
theater. 

The proposal includes housing (315-440 rental units) 
on about nine acres on the east side of the site. No 
commitment is made to develop the housing portion. 

The project is oriented as acommunity/ neighborhood 
shopping center and is to be completed in one year, 
without phasing. 

(6) The Sares-Regis proposal shows development 
along the exterior of the Plaza and parking on the interior; 
again, acurved street connects San Pablo and Fairmount 


Strictly speaking, there will be work to do at home — 
the occasional special report qualifies. The reading assign- 
ments may not. Bartke sets high goals for her students’ 
reading throughout the year, but she wants them to read for 
pleasure. No upcoming book reports threaten to take the 
enjoyment out of the pastime. 

Several years ago, Bartke applied for and received a 
$1,000 grant from the district’ s Ed Fund (to which she added 
a significant personal contribution) to purchase a special 
reading program to help her meet her goals. 

The Accelerated Reader computerized program is de- 
signed to allow each student to move at his or her own pace 
and level of ability. They can pick from among 1,000 books 
according to their own interests, whether science fiction or 
mystery. Hancock is reading The Red Pony by John 
Steinbeck. Ekpebe is familiar with the Babe movie and 
chose Babe: The Gallant Pig for her first assignment. 

There are lots of books in the classroom, as well as in the 
school library, and each family is given alist of the 1,000 that 
qualify. (Parents are asked to encourage the activity.) Points 
are assigned to each based on reading level and length. 
Ramona the Brave, for example, is considered to be a third 
grade level book and is “worth” four points. James Herriot’s, 
All Creatures Great and Small, on the other hand, is worth 32 
points. Reading that book would satisfy the entire quarter’s 
requirements. Bartke asks for 30 points of reading each 
quarter (it counts for one-fourth the entire grade). That can 
mean 15 two-point books or several challenging choices. 

Students in her accelerated English class must read a 
book of fifth grade level or higher. This is a pattern that will 
also likely continue throughout life, she said. 

“Students read two grades below when reading for plea- 
sure,” she said. “Those of us whoare college-educated adults 
do the same. We don’t usually pick up a college-level work 
when we sit down to read just for enjoyment.” 

But add to that a lot of creative activities: writing 
Christmas stories for four and five-year-olds (“that’s a 
really difficult task”), writing The Three Little Pigs from 
the mother pig’s, then the wolf’ s point of view, or becom- 
ing comfortable with word processing. 

Evidently an award-winning combination. 


impending need for lateral repairs at the time of purchase. “I 
would have loved to have known this,” she said. 

Although homeowners are supposed to either fix their 
upper lateral or get a clean bill of health prior to property 
transfer, some have apparently slipped through the cracks. 

After deciding homeowners would pay for the repairs, 
the council then embarked on a lengthy debate on some of 
the more technical aspects of the matter.

“It was extremely well supported by teachers. It was a 
sign of what is to come and illustrates that we’re no longer 
willing to have business as usual,” Charlip said. 

Teachers turned out again at Tuesday’s meeting, with 
more than a dozen standing on Solano and Cornell avenues 
waving protest signs as the evening traffic passed by. 

“We don’t have a lot of faith they are going to be willing 
to settle without a sense of urgency on their part,” said Jack 
McFarland who has been with the district since 1963. “It 
seems to me the respect toward us is less than it has been.” 

Albany High School teacher Jody Schroeder agreed. 

“It’s been a real stressful opening of school to say the 
least. We cope (but) it’s very hard for anyone to function well 
when you feel undervalued,” said Schroeder, who has been 
with the district for 17 years and been through stalled 
negotiations in the past. 

“This feels different. I feel especially frustrated and angry 
because it seems this is a year (unlike others) when there is 
money from the state,” she added. 

Once inside the meeting, teachers repeated their request 
for negotiavons, one questioned a rumor that the district is 
going to declare impasse.and call in a state mediator. 

Hudson, in a laterinterview, confirmed that the district is 
preparing to go to impasse, but said it’s a process the ATA 
started last spring and the district is choosing to finish. 

“ATA had declared impasse in May and we discovered 
they had sate on the papers. We were in agreement with them 
that impasse should be declared. We think we need that 
(third party) assistance,” Hudson said.

The issue of disclosure 


Unquestionably the most im- 
portant component of a typical 
real-estate transaction these 
days—at least from a legal per- 
spective—is proper disclosure of 
material facts. In residential 
sales, particularly where the prin- 
cipals (buyer and seller) are usu- 
ally inexperienced and the stakes 
are high due to the elevated prices 
of California homes, this issue 
has become critically important. 
It is no exaggeration to say that 
practically all home sales dis- 
putes referred to our office in- 
volve, in whole or in part, ques- 
tions of adequate disclosure. 

This article begins a series on 
the topic of disclosure duties in 
residential real estate transac- 
tions. Today, I will describe the 
seller’s general disclosure du- 
ties. Succeeding articles will 
cover topics such as statutorily 
mandated disclosures, the Trans- 
fer Disclosure Statement, the 
disclosure duties of real-estate 
agents, local disclosure require- 
ments, what a buyer can do to 
insure that he or she gets the 


information needed to make in- 
formed decisions and how the 
issue of disclosure plays out in 
litigation. 

The basic seller disclosure 
duty arises from common law 
(i.e. case law, as opposed to statu- 
tory law) and was succinctly set 
out decades ago in Lingsch vs. 
Savage: 

...Where the seller knows of 
facts materially affecting the 
value or desirability of the prop- 
erty, which are known or acces- 
sible only to him and also knows 
that such facts are not known or 
within the reach of the diligent 
attention and observation of the 
buyer, the seller is under a duty 
to disclose them to the buyer. 


At the risk of overdoing it, 
let’s go over that statement again, 
this time breaking it down into 
its major components, or ele- 
ments as lawyers like to say. In 
order to be required by law to 
disclose a particular fact (put- 
ting aside for now the question 
of statutorily mandated disclo- 
sures, which will be dealt with in 


a future articles), 

1. the seller must have knowl- 
edge of the fact(s) at issue; 

2. the fact(s) must be material 

3. to the value or 

4. desirability of the property; 

5. the seller must know that 
the fact(s) is/are not known to 
the buyer 

6. or within the buyer’s dili- 
gent attention and observation. 

Any failure by the seller (or 
the seller’s agent, by the way) to 
adequately disclose facts that 
may meet this test constitutes 
fraud and exposes him or her to 
monetary damages for losses 
suffered be the buyer, the possi- 
bility of punitive damages and/ 
or rescission of the contract and 
very likely payment of the 
buyer’s as well as his or her own 
attorney’s fees. 

This is so whether the seller 
misrepresents the facts involved 
or merely conceals them (i.e. 
says nothing). In other words— 
and this is often difficult for sell- 
ers to understand—it is nor OK 
to say nothing just because the 
buyer hasn’t asked. 

In the eyes of the law, silence 
about a material fact is equiva- 
lent to representing that the fact 
doesn’t exist. If the seller knows 
something that will affect what 
the buyer will pay or the desir- 
ability of the property to the 
buyer, even if it doesn’t affect 
the market value of the property, 
he or she must disclose it. 

Please note that buyers are 
under no legal duty to conduct 
inspections or to hire inspectors 
to find such things out, however

1. the suggestion, as a fact, of 
that which is not true, by one 
who does not believe it to be 
true; 

2. the assertion, as a fact, of 
that which is not true, by one 
who has no reasonable ground 
for believing it to be true; 3. the 
supression of a fact by one who 
is bound to disclose it, or who 
gives information of other facts 
which are likely to mislead for 
want of communicating of that 
fact; or 

4. a promise made without

The seller’s statement was ob- 
viously false. It also turns out that 
the seller had not inspected the 
roof before making the statement 
nor had he hired a roofer to do so. 
In the eyes of the law he lacked a 
“reasonable ground” for making 
the statement to the buyer (either 
directly or through an agent or 
disclosure form) and will be liable 
for repairing or replacing the roof.

Subsection one and four are, I 
think, self explanatory.

An example would be telling 
a buyer that “the roof is in per- 
fect condition” when all the seller 
knows for sure is that it hasn’t 
leaked yet. Assume the buyer 
accepts the statement, relies on 
it, buys the property, and moves 
in. The rainy season starts and 
the roof leaks like a sieve.

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DON’T sell on your own with- 
out fully exploring the implica- 
tions and consequences. Friends 
may brag about how they did it 
with no hassle and saved a for- 
tune in commissions. Remember, 
it’s what they don’t tell you that’s 
really important. 


DO discuss this with your ac- 
countant, real estate attorney and 
Realtors before jumping. Being a 
For Sale By Owner (FSBO, pro- 
nounced Fiz-Bo) can be a bumpy 
road of no returns for you. 


DON’T be nonchalant in your 
approach to hiring an agent (as- 
suming you have decided on pro- 
fessional representation). 


DO interview more than one 
Realtor. Three is normally suffi- 
cient, unless none made a strong 
impression. Ask friends, family 
and neighbors for names of suc- 
cessful real estate salespeople. 
Visit open houses near your prop- 
erty and use them as a pre-screen- 
ing device for whom to interview. 


DON’T hire an out-of-area 


agent. 


DO work with someone local, 
not your cousin, who doesn’t 
know College Avenue from Con- 
Cord. This is one my most ig- 
nored cautions. I can’t tell you 
how many buyers and sellers have 
later lamented their disregard (or 
ignorance) of this principle. 


DON’T hire an agent based on 
“likability” alone. 


DO recognize the qualities you 
need in an Realtor, including tech- 
nical expertise and marketing 
abilities. In choosing a surgeon, 
would you opt for the one you 
liked best, or the one who was 
best? Always bear in mind that 
your agent’s job is to get the home 
sold while protecting your inter- 
ests. 


DON’T choose an agent just 
because he or she gave you the 
highest price. 


DO have each agent explain in 
detail how recent neighborhood 
sales, current listings, and his or 
her suggested price relate to your 


property. 


DON’T allow your wants and 
needs to influence pricing. 


DO listen to your agent’s coun- 
sel about pricing. Buyers do not 
offer more because sellers need 
the money. Overpriced listings 
generally sit on the market and, 
ultimately, sell for less than 
sharply priced ones. 


DON’T keep the price high if 
the house isn’t selling.

DO adjust the price at least 
every three to four weeks until 
you have an accepted contract. 


DON’T let your pets slow 
down the marketing process. 


DO make plans for others to 
take care of animals with special 
needs, such as a menacing dog or 
an indoor cat you don’t want go- 
ing outside. 


DON’T be there when your 
home is being shown, if you can 
help it. If you must be home, don’t 
follow the buyers around, point- 
ing out every feature. This makes 
buyers uncomfortable. 


DO whenever possible, allow 
buyers to go through your home 
unhindered, without you or other 
family members home. If you can- 
not avoid being home, make your- 
self inconspicuous by taking a 
walk or sitting in the garden. 


DON’T be closed to “staging” 
suggestions from your agent or a 
decorator. 


DO prepare the home for sale 
and make it as attractive as pos- 
sible. That is the meaning of stag- 
ing. It is most often well worth 
the time, effort and money. Spiffy 
homes tend to sell faster and for 
higher amounts. 


DON’T specify property lines 
unless you have stakes in the 
ground from a survey. 


DO tell agents and/or buyers 
where you believe the boundaries 
are, making sure to indicate you 
are not certain. 


DON’T do expensive remod- 
eling in one part of the house and 
leave other rooms looking shabby 
and out-of-step. This could sub- 
stantially reduce the monetary re- 
turn on what you Have done. 


DO be consistent in your reno- 
vations. I commonly see situa- 
tions where the seller has put ina 
fabulous kitchen and left the bath- 
rooms and other areas of the home 
in their “original” condition. 

Unfortunately, this is often in 
cases where today’s market value 
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‘Don’t wait to be surprised by the 
buyer’s inspection reports.’ 


is less than what the seller paid. 
Obviously, the seller doesn’t want 
to keep sinking cash into a losing 
proposition. For selling purposes, 
however, it is better to spruce up 
everything at moderate expense 
than to spend lavishly on just one 
section of the property, disregard- 
ing the rest. 

This advice is tempered by 
price range. I would not recom- 
mend inexpensive remodeling in 
upper end properties. 


DON’T wait to be surprised by 
the buyer’s inspection reports and 
requests for you to pay repairs. 


DO order a structural pest con- 
trol inspection a week or two be- 
fore marketing. Whether you need 
one or more other pre-marketing 
inspections depends on the age 
and condition of the building. If 
you know about the problem in 
advance, you can get your own 
bids and minimize the repair costs. 


DON’T forget that too many 
entrance steps are not only incon- 
venient, but also detract from the 
property’s appeal, adding to the 
selling time. 


DO keep this in mind when 
setting your price. You may not 
have given it sufficient thought 
when you bought because you 
loved the house. All things being 
equal, however, an abundance of 
steps will decrease the value. An 
extreme amount of steps (the ex- 
act number is subjective) can have 
a devastatingly negative impact 
on the price. This is the kind of 
information caring professionals 
volunteer to their buyers and sell- 
ers to protect them. 


DON’T fail to factor in the 
significance of a busy street. 


DO place this in the same cat- 
egory as too many steps — it 
comes off the price. 


DON’T cover lovely hardwood 
floors with carpeting.
